vote at anh election for councillors for 
a municipal district was' limited to the 
parties ‘who, were assessed fot land, 
In the year 1917, however, the right 
to vote for councillors was extended to 
include the wives; husbands, sons and 
doughters of the ~pergons ° assessed, 
provided such wives, husbands; \ sons 
and daughters were twenty-one years 
of age and resident within the bound- 
aries of the manicipality, It was felt 
that, the relatives of the owners or oc- 
cupants of land were by their indus- 
lytry afsisting béth directly and in- 
directly in the progress and work of 
the municipality, and therefore it 
seemed only fair that they should 
have a right to say who they wished 
to carry on the business of the mu- 
nicipality. 

The amendment to the: Act, how- 
ever, which made provisions for these 
parties voting, placed upon the secre- 
tary-treasurer the burden of finding 
out who the parties were that were 
entitled to vote because @f their rela- 
tion-to persbns who were assessed, and 
of entering their names on the Voters’ 


List. It was found that it was im: 


possible for a  secretary-treasurer 
without a great amount of labor to 
make a complete list of these people, 
For example, sons and daughters of 
persons assessed ave entitled to have 
their names placed on- the Voters’ 
List, when they become twenty-one 
years of age, and when the*secretary- 
treasurer was required to make up the 
list it was absolutely impossible. for 
him to do so properly without making 
a canvass of the entire district each 
year, inquiring as to when these par- 
ties became of age, and also as to 
whether or not they were resident in 
the municipality. Th‘s boing the case 
it was felt to be unfair that such ~a 
burden should be placed on that of- 
ficial, therefore, at the last session of 
the legislature, the Hon. A. G. MacKay 
minister of municipal affairs, intno- 
duced an amendment which has now 
become law, requiring all persons who 
were entitled to vote at an election for 
councillors; because of their being 
rwives, husbands, sons or daughters of 
persons asseessed, te -register. their 
names with the secretary-treasurer. ' 
All parties entitled. to vote becauge 
of their relationship to a person as- 
sessed must make application to have 
their names placed on ‘the Voters’ 


List, othcrwise they will not be able |. 
to vote at the election for councillors; |. 


Such application must be made to the 
secretary-treasurer of the district 
sometime between November ist and 
December 31st both inclusive, of each 
year, during the usual office hours. 
Application msy be made personally 
by the person claiming the right -to 
vote, or it ~*~ be made through the 
party on account of whose asscss- 
ment an applicant claims the right to 
vote.. All persons who are of . 
opinion they have the right to vote un- 
der this provision should therefore be 
sareful ‘to make application to have 
their names. placed on the Voters’ List
